Washington, July 27.—(/)—Presi- 


'dent Hoover in expressing gratifica- 


tion today that France had ratified 
the Mellon-Berenger debt agreement, 
told the American people that “this 
settlement in effect wipes out the en- 
tire indebiedness of France which 
arose during the war period, and sim- 
ply provides for the payment of ad- 
vances to Fra.ace after the armistice.” 

“I think in fairness to the Ameri- 
can people I am justified in mention- 
ing the liberality of the settlement,” 
the president caid, adding that’ the 
French debt to the Unit.J States on 
June 15, 1925, was $4,230,000,000, 
and that on a 5 per cent basis, which 
the French obligations bear, the pres- 
ent value of the payments in the Mel- 
lon-Berenger agr2ement concluded 
subsequently is $1,681,000,000. 

Money for Improvements. 

The pres..ent said the advances to 
France after the armistice aggregated 
with acerued interest $1,655,000,000, 
and continued : 

“While some of the after-armistize 
advances wer: made for the liquida- 


tion of obligations incurred in this_ 


country by the French government 
during the war, considerable ad- 
vances during the war period itsvif 
were for permanent improvements; 
for shipping; for the meeting of obli- 
gations to private creditors incurred 
prior to the entrance of the United 
States into the war, and advances to 
the Bank of France for credit and 
exchange purposes.” 

Mr. Hoover said he was “givinz 
these facts so that in recognition. of 


the honorable way in which France 
has acted to meet its obligations they 
will understand that our’ people to> 
fee] that this settlement involves a 
measure Of.sacrifice on their part.” 
Secretary Mellon, who headed the 
commission which concluded the agree- 
ment, in a statement issued  simul- 
taneously with that o* the presidenr.

Berlin, July 27.—()—Withdrawal 
of Raymond Poincare as premier of 
l’'rance was greeted today with mixed 
feelings in German political cireles 
but all parties agreed that’ Aristide 
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Briand was his inevitable successor. 
| Politicians of the reich. were in- 
felined to regard the resignation as a 
political move and called the change 
only “apparent” since they did not 
expect that French foreign policy 
would be altered under M. Briand. 
The centrists, however, welcomed 
Briand’s “amenability and adaptabil- 
ity” in the place of the “intransige- 
ance” of Poincare. Other government 
parties indorsed the statement of 
Briand that “‘n lasting European peace 
must be organized” as the basis for 
the Hague conference on the Young 
plan for reparations payments. 

The democratic newspaper Tage- 
blatt editorially welcomes M. Briand, 
“Allons, Herr Briand, we are ready 
to ce-operate,” it said. The nation- 
alist Der Deutsche, which was bit- 
terly opposed to Poincare, pays him 
a backhanded compliment by saying 
“Tf Poincare is really withdrawing 
from the political stage, with him ends 
an era not only in French history 
but in European development. His is 
the only name by which the past 10 
years can be politically identified.”

Every case is thoroughly 
investigated by the staff of the juve- 
nile court and the social workers of 
the committee, and such plans as bare 
necessity requires are made. Recently 
a poor mother who faced the neces- 
sity of a major operation was aided 
for a period of six weeks and now his 
her children at home with her. 
“The temporary care of children 
will occasionally put a mother in a

Washington, July 27.—Bishop 
James Cannon, of the Methodist 
church, leader of the anti-Smith de- 
mocracy of Virginia, today replied to 
charges made by Rev. Dr. Rembert 
C. Smith, of Washington, Ga., that 
he, Cannon, “borrowed” funds _ be- 
longing to the church for use in the 
recent presidential campaign. 

The charges leveled by the Georgia 
minister, himself a member of the 
same church as Cannon, have caused 
a further storm of protest to envelop 
the head of the Virginia politico 
cleric. 

“The incident is so trivial,’ the 
bishop said today, “and so unimpor- 
tant that nobody except Dr. Smith 
would have ever considered it as an 
opportunity for newspaper publicity.” 

In a letter to the Lynchburg News 
this week, the Georgia minister 
charged that the board of: temper- 
ance and social service of the Meth- 
odist church had been guilty of two 
trespasses on the rights of the 
church. First, the board, he said, 
had loaned money for use in a po- 
litical campaign, and, second, it had 
taken a vote of confidence in Bishop 
Cannon in connection with his stock 
market operations, recently exposed. 
His letter has caused something of a 
furore in Virginia, where anti-Smith 
democrats, led by Cannon, have put 
a separate ticket in the field for gov- 
ernor. 

Could Get Money Anywhere. 

The loan which has come under 
fire came from Dr. Eugene L. Craw- 
ford, treasurer of the Methodist tem- 
perance and social service board. In 
his statement of today the bishop 
snys that he could have borrowed the 
money from most anyone, even the 
proprietor ef a North Carolina hotel. 

Dr. Smith charged that Bishop 
Cannon had admitted that money 
from the income of the board of tem- 
perance ‘and social service .of the 
Methodist Episcopal church, south, 
was lent for “use in the recent polit- 
ical campaign.”

Hunting for the High Road To Sane and 


Sure’Prohibition Results. 


It seems to be one of the mysterious 
ways of Providence to sometimes, in 
aid of their ultimate correction, ~ 
momennypec HO ES give a people 

P32 over “to believe 
a lie.” By a long 
period of  per- 
sistent propa- 
ganda we Amer- 
ican people were 
educated to be- 
lieve that we 
could radically 
and permanent- 
lyextirpate 
from our coun- 
try the many 
and wmanifest 
evils of the liq- 
uor traffic by 
adopting a pa- 
per amendment 
of the - federal 
constitution. 

That belief 
was based strongly upon a prior be- 
lief that the people,. when they had 
amended their constitution for a spe- 
cific purpose, would honorably and 
loyally obey the constitution without 

ing coerced to do it by force and 
arms. We believed the consensus of 
public opinion in favor of the con- 
stitutional prohibition would be so 
overwhelmingly strong that only a 
sporadic few would dare to violate it. 

Now we know that we made our- 
selves “belive a lie.” The constitu- 
tional prohibition is “the supreme 
law’ of the land, but it has devel- 
oped that there is something in our 
national character that overrules and 
defies “supreme law,” and that is 
the power to keep public opinion in a 
state of flux and debate. 
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Enforcement That Entangles Itself. 


In order to enforce the prohibitions 
enumerated in the eighteenth amend- 
ment a voluminous and Draconian law 
was imposed upon the congress of the 
United States through the agency of 
Congressman Volstead. The intricate 
mechanism of that law had its genesis 
in the inventive mind and despotic 
genius of the late Wayne B. Wheeler, 
dictator of the Anti-Saloon League 
and Machiavelli of the prohibitionists 
in the congress. 

Nine years of experience with that 
marvelous maze of inhibitions and re- 
strictions have demonstrated to every- 
one who does not still “believe a lie’ 
that it is an absolutely unenforceable 
law, 

To make it yield to practical results 
which we prohibitionists have always 
wanted the law will have to be backed 
by millions of enforcement officers and 
a summary prohibition police court in 
every counfy seat and considerable town 
throughout the nation. So surely is 
this condition impressing itself upon 
popular understanding as that leading 
prohibitionists have proposed that the 
regular army and marines be used by 
the government to aid in the enforce- 
ment of the Volstead act. 

That act has become so entangled 
with truculent courts, recalcitrant 
district attorneys, corrupt prohibition 
unit employes, and the arts of bribery 
und armed resistance, as to be now 
the headline farce of our governmental 
history. 
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Sane Thought and Action Needed. 

The dominating fact is that how to 
make the Volstead act effective is 
the duty of the congress. That body 
adopted it under the mandate to en- 
force the eighteenth amendment. But 
congress stands as nonplussed before 
the futilities of the law up to date 
'as does the most ignorant citizen of 
the nation. 

In plain terms congress doesn't 
‘know what to do about the matter—

The federal administration, from 
President Hoover to “Aunt Nancy” 
Doran, doesn’t know what to dv to 
stop the Noah’s floed of liquor law- 
lessness. They are feeling around in 
the dark of counsel for some tool that 
will open the door to open and broad 
roads of law enforcement. 

The outcome is already foreshad- 
owed. As soon as it shall be politic- 
ally safe the Wickersham commission 
is going to report to President Hoover 
that the Volstead act “as is”’.is un- 
workable and tell him a dozen good, 
fortified reasons why—and then Presi- 
dent Hoover will send the report to 
the congress and advise them that 
if they do not give him a law that 
can be enforced, he will leave it to 
them to explain to the people why they 
are the victims df the myriads of rum- 
runners, smugglers, bootleggers and 
speakeasies that afflict the nation. He 
intends to wash his hands of future 
responsibility for them all: 
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The Real Remedy Is Visible. 

“Let the heathen anti-saloonists 
rage and the sheep-headed prohibition 
lunatics imagine vain’ things,” but 
Wickersham in his letter to Governor 
Roosevelt read between the lines, in- 
timated the real remedy for present 
liquor evils to which the people must 
resort eventually. 

That remedy has been often stated 
in The Constitution’s discussions of 
the liquor situation. 

It is to confine the activities of the 
federal enforcement authorities to 
strictly federal liquor crimes, which 
include the manutacture, the interstate 
transportation, smuggling and ‘ anti- 
prohibition act conspiracies. ‘he sup- 
pression of those acts have always been 
tederal functions—especially as to in- 
terstate commerce in liquors since the 
enactment of the Webb-Kenyon law. 

Then remit the detection, prosecu- 
tion and punishment of all other liquor 
offenses to the states, acting by the 
concurrent power assigned to them in 
the eighteenth amendment. Then 
every state would be under obligation 
to protect its own domain and people 
from liquor outlaws and their crimes. 
That is as it should be. Then each 
state could have as much and as abso- 
lute prohibition as it cared to have 
and would enforce with its own offi- 
cers and courts, 

Such a plain plan would give us a 
thousand per cent more and better 
prohibition than we now have. 
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Let Us Take the High Road. 

If it were given to me to write the 
prohibition plank in the next demv- 
cratic national plattorm I would write 
it in terms of the straightest “state’s 
rights” within the four corners of the 
eighteenth amendment, demanding that 
the federal government attend strict- 
ly to the above enumerated federal of- 
fenses and keep its snoopers, murder- 
ous road agents and courts out of the 
state's business to deal plenarily with 
the rum-runners, bootleggers and 
speakeasies, 

On that platform eyen if that were

SEEING LONDON

London, July 27.— (4) —Another | 
magnificent pleasure ground with old- 
world gardens, sweeping lawns, aye- 
nues of noble trees and a _ historic 
mansion has been purchased for the 
delight of Londoners and visitors. 

This is Chiswick House, opened to 
the public recently by Prince George. 
It stands in a park of 66 acres, and 
is a mile and a half from Hammer- 
smith Broadway. 

The residence was built at the he- 
ginning of the 18th century to house 
the famous art collections of the Earl 
of Burlington, who could not find 
room for all his treasures in his other 
town residence, Burlington House, 
now the Royal Academy. Later Chis- 
wick House came into the possession 
of the Earl of Devonshire, who had 
married Lord Burlington’s daughter, 
and soon it was famous as a center of 
whig society. 

Georgiana, beautiful Duchess of 
Devenshire, was painted there by Rey- 
nolds, and the prince regent, Grey, 
Fox and Sheridan were frequent vis- 
itors. Fox died there in 1806, and 
Canning in 1827. 

Czar Nicholas was entertained at 
Chiswick House in 1844, and during 
his early married life King Edward 
VII occupied the place for some years. 
In the gardens are five plots, which 
were allotted to the royal children SU 
that they could Jearn gardening. Hach 
plot now bears the name of its royal 
cultivator: “Clarence,” “George,” 
“Louise,” “Victoria” and “Maud.” 
There are also trees planted by Queen 
Victoria, Queen Alexandra and King 
Edward. 
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Bernard Shaw as Motorist. 

In a collection of Bernard Shaw's 
letters up for auction recently ample 
proof is given that he, like the rest 
of us, has had his trials and triumphs 
as a motorist. 

Apparently he began to learn to 
drive in 1908. Anyway it was about 
that time that he complained of the 
way his accelerator pedal stuck. 

“To get it up you stoop and pluck 
it like a mushroom,” he wrote. f 
that early car he said also: “Under 
these circumstances the car should 
Waive a pair of shafts and a horse.” 

Dealing with faults of his car, he 
went on: “The placing of the acety- 
lenes is beyond profanity . . . though 
they throw the light too high for sign- 
post reading, they are admirable for 
detecting policemen concealed in 
trees.” 

On motor insurance Mr. Shaw wrote 
in 1908: “I have been learning driv- 
ing . . . mostly in the Strand and 
Regent street to the detriment of my 
nerves and the danger Of traffic gen- 
erally.” Of his chauffeur he said: 
“He is very like Gwenn, who played 
the chauffeur in my ‘Man and NSuper- 
man’.. . . and his wages (50s.) are 
nearly as high.” 

In the same sale was a first edi- 
tion copy of ““Widower’s Houses,” with 
an author’s note pasted on the title: 
“My First and Worst Play.” 


Sell Palace by the Ton. 


Another auction of quite a different 
kind arranged recently was the sale 
of 30 or 40 tons of the palace of 
Westminster. Restoration of the de- 
cayed fabric has been. going on for 
some time, and the office of works de- 
cided that to pay for some small por- 
tion of the work it would have a sale 
of the old stone. 


Lots were accordingly on view at’ 


the Victoria tower, M. TP. S. hought 
large quantities of the stone and both

The catalog contained 123 items. 
No. 1, a noble specimen weighing a 
ton, was described as “a base stone 
of a cupola to turret, hexagonal in 
plan, cupola shaped and decorated in 
crockets on angle ribs and lozenge or- 
nament in panels.”

A new dramatic enterprise has been 
started by the Pilgrim Players, a band 
of amateurs who have decided to tour 
England in a motor caravan to give 
a repertoire of plays portraying “the 
creatave adventure in human dra- 
matics.”

Paris cannot for- 
get that it was largely French money 
loaned to Russia which built’ the 
Chinese Eastern. There are those at 
the Quai d'Orsay who would not besi- 
tate to bargain with both sides to se- 
cure some measure of reimbursement. 
All of the powers must bear in mind 
the possibility of the Chinese action 
in Manchuria serving as a precedent 
for the abrogation of other foreign 
rights. And China itself has an in- 
finite power of procrastination when 
time is working to its advantage.

Editor Constitution: There is a 
deficit of $3,000,000 in the treasury 
of Georgia because no business meth- 
ods have ever been put into effect to 
administer the affairs of the state in a 
business way. Only bad management 
has kept pace with increased revenues 
and expenditures. No investigation 
has even been made into the results 
obtained from expenditures to deter- 
mine whether we are even getting ten 
cents on the dollar for all public 
moneys sepent. Hudreds of millions 
have been spent and Georgia is in ab- 
solute ignorance of the actual results. 


We have had an ascending scale of 
appropriations and increased taxes, 
which seem to be dllding only to slush 
funds, politi¢al boodle, and general 
waste of the people’s money. Every 
Georgian from Nickajack to Tybee 
knows that we are getting no corre- 
sponding increase in the ratio of favor- 
able results to the increased amount 
of money spent by the state. If fa- 
vorable results were keeping pace with 
increased taxes and appropriations 
the ple would be satisfied. The 
people want real progress and develop- 
ment and improvement. The good re- 
sults expected are out of the equation, 
and waste, extravagance, and political 
boodle are in the saddle. 

There is now before the legislature, 
with a good chance of being enacted 
into law, bills for sales tax, income 
tax, increased gasoline taxes, and as 
many other kinds of taxes as_ the 
crowd thinks the people will stand for, 
without open rebellion. Everything 
possible is being proposed for increased 
taxes and appropriations and nothing 
being done to decrease waste, extrava- 
and boodle. Unless signs fail, 
appropriations will be the largest in 
the history of the state; and there will 
be another deficit to give the politi- 
cians in the legislature another op- 
portunity to come back two years 
hence and hunt up some other way to 
inerease the burden of taxation. The 
same old gang that has dominated 
Georgia politics for over a decade is 
in the -eapitol today, moving their 
political machine from one end of the 
state to the other, to increase the bur- 
den of taxation and add to the waste, 
extravagance, and boodle that will 
ultimately bankrupt us, unless it is 
stopped, , 

For more than a decade governors 
have been elected to give us a busi- 
ness administration, and not a man of 
them has ever vetoed an excessive ap- 
propriation bill. On the other hand 
they have signed them all without 
stopping to add up two columns of 
figures .to determine whefher the 
state’s income would meet its appro- 
priations. ‘These governors who were 
elected to give the state a business 
administration, by their official acts, 
have put their stamp of approval on 
the principle of making contracts that 
couldn’t be fulfilled. (To waste, ex-~ 
travagance, and boodle they have 
helped to add the practice of failure 
to meet obligations. 

The most needed committee in the 
Georgia legislature is not found in 
the make-up of its legislative machin- 
ery—a budget committee on expendi- 
ture of public moneys. All appropria- 
tion bills reported out of the appro- 
priations committee should be passed 
on by a budget committee on expendi- 
ture of public moneys to determine 
whether appropriations will be in ex- 
cess of the state’s income. If it 1s 
found that appropriations as embodied 


in appropriation bills will .be in ex-| 
' cess of revenues, they should be refer- | 
red back to the appropriations cont | 
mittee for revision, and should not be} 


reported out to be put on passage un- 
til the total is brought within 
state’s income.. The present method 


of handling appropriations encourages | 


waste and extravagance, and estab- 
lishes a principle of dishonesty in gov- 
ernment by making promises that 
can’t be fulfilled without gouging the 
people for more taxes. 

The present methods of running our 
state government can't go on forever. 
Right thinking Georgians—and they 
are in a majority—are not going to 
permit it. The people are fed up on 
promises and platitudes and they are 
now looking for leadership that will 
give them what the state needs. The

administered is time-worn. It is the 
most obsolete institution in the state.

_ Cannon’s Use of Funds’ 


Prominent 


Editor, Constitution: The board 
of temperance and social service of 
the Methodist Episcopal church, 
South, has been guilty recently of 
two trespasses on the rights of the 
church. One of these was committed 
during the political campaign last 
summer and one at its recent meeting 
at Lake Junaluska, N. C. 

Improper Use of Funds of Board. 

The first one of these trespasses 
consisted in the lending of the money 
of the board for use in the recent 
political campaign. The money thus 
loaned was used in order to bring 
about the election of Hoover to the 
presidency. It has been asserted that 
this money was speedily returned to 
the treasury of the board. 

The income of this board is secured 
as the result ef an assessment levied 
on the church by the general confer- 
ence and no action of the general 
conference warrants the use of it for 
the help of any political party. or 
candidate and to lend or use it for 
such purposes is in violation of the 
laws of the church and in disregard 
of the inherent rights of the mem- 
bers of the church who give the money 
only for the purposes specified by the 
general conference. 

If every member of the church 
had desired the success of the re- 
publican party and the election of 
Hoover it would still have been im- 
proper to use this fund either by loan 
or by gift for the accomplishment of 
such purposes, for the people do not 
submit to the levies of the general 
conference for political purposes. 

Inasmuch as a large number of 
the members of the church did not 
desire the success of the republican 
party or the election of Mr. Hoover 
the’ lending of their money: for these 
purposes was a violation of their in- 
herent and inalienable rights. 

The fact that the money was thus 
lent has been admitted to the writer 
by Bishop James Cannon, Jr., chair- 
man of the beard, and the charge 
against the board here made is based 
on the theory that the fact admitted 
by the chairman. of the board is 
known to the board and that the 
board has approved the same. If the 
secretary of the board. Dr. E. L. 
Crawford, and .Bishop Cannon have 
not informed the board of this fact 
the chief blaine must rest upon them, 
but the board cannot escape its re- 
sponsibility for negligence in this 
matter, 

“Vindicated” By His Own Board. 

The following has appeared recent- 
ly in the general organ and in several 
of the conference organs: 

“‘At the annual meeting of the board of 
temperance and social service of the Meth- 
odist Episcopal church, south, held at Lake 
Junaluska, N. C., on July 4, 1929, the 
matter of numerous attacks in many recent 
newspaper statements upon the president of 
the board, Bishop James Cannon, Jr., was 
taken up. After consideration of documents 
relevant to the matter and written state- 
ments by Bishop Cannon, and questioning 
of Bishop Cannon by members of the board 
so that the facts were hrought out, and 
after full consideration of the telegraphic 
correspondence of the fall of 1928, which 
correspondence had already been given to 
the press by Bishop Cannon, the board was 
fully convinced that the attacks upon Bish- 
op Cannon, in which practically the entire 
‘wet’ press of the nation has joined with 
evident unanimity, had been instigated by 
the enemies of prohibition with the sole 


purpose of discrediting a great and influen- 
tial leader of the prohibition forces of the 
nation. 

‘‘We forbear further comment apon the 
methods and motives of these attacks, and 
we hereby declare our confidence in the 
leadership of Bishop Cannon, and we urge 

to cOntinue his unrivaled work for 

the maintenance, enforcement and extenston 
of the wise and beneficient policy of pro- 
hibition and for the accomplishment of the 
other objacts of the board and in all such 
efforts we pledge him not only our confi- 
dence, gratitude and affection, but our coun- 
tinued support, sympathy and co-operation.

It appears from this statement that 
the board took cognizance of. certain 
rumors as to speculative dealings of 
Bishop Cannon’ recently broadcast 
through the daily press. These rumors 
raised the question before the church 


and the public as to the propriety of 


the conduct of the bishop in his busi- 
ness life. The law of the church sets 
forth the procedure to be followed in 
such a case and does not name any 
connectional board as a committee for 
the investigation of rumors affecting 
the character of a bishop whether or 
not he be the president of the board. 
The law does not permit a bishop or 
preacher under rumors of improper 
conduct himself to select any commit- 
tee for investigation. If the board at 
its recent meeting on its own motion 
went into this matter it acted in viola- 
tion both of the letter and spirit of 
the law of the church, if Bishop Can- 
non asked the board to investigate the 
matter and submitted evidence and 
documents to it he led the board into 
an illegal and improper inquiry. 

The law of the chureh gives to the 
general conference alone the duty of 
passing upon the ebaracter and the 
administration of the bishops and this 
duty has never been delegated to one 
of the general boards of the church, 
and when such a board assumes such 
functions it violates the rights of the 
general conference. 

It is of course true that this ac- 
tion of the board of temperance and 
social service will not prevent the 
consideration of this matter by the 
general conference or by any commit- 
tees of investigation or trials which 
may be raised by due process of law 
before the next general- conference 
meets, At the same time the action ef 
the board in undertaking to pre-judge 
this case is indefensible. 

The question as to whether or not 
the dealings of Bishop Cannon with 
the New York bucket-shop were prop- 
er is not here raised at all, but it is 
highly improper procedure for such 
rumors to be considered by a board of 
which he is the chainman. Such a board 
has not the slightest jurisdiction over 
such a matter. The board has in this 
matter established a precedent illegal, 
unwise and possibly perilous both to 
the church and to any bishop who in 
the future may be under rumors of im- 
proper conduct, for if the board may 
consider such and pass a favorable 
judgment it may of course presumably 
find a bishop guilty when as a matter 
of fact the law of the church gives 
no power to pass on such an issue to 
a board.

Editor Constitution—I note a state- 
ment from my neighbor, Mr. Kinard, 
of Coweta, having reference to a bond 
issue and the amount of money ad- 
vanced by his county in the construc- 
tion of state-aid roads.

The last trip 
the dust was so bad that on meeting 
a car or in passing we would have 
to almost stop until the 
clouds of dust passed. _A few years 
ago I drove over this same road and 
thought it was the best road in Geor- 
gia, and it was an excellent soiled- 
topped road. But it has given away 
and must be rebuilt. I am making 
this statement not in criticism of 
anything Mr. Kinard has said, but to 
illustrate that highways which are 
traveled as much as this one must 
be paved as a matter of economy and 
of comfort and commercial needs of 
the public. 

It is conceivable to my mind that 
any member of the legislature coming 
from those counties having claims 
against the state for labor or cash 
furnished, either from local bond is- 


sue or otherwise for the grading or 


construction of state-aid roads, could 
fail to support a highway bond issue 


or any ether measure which provides 


for the reimbursement of the counties 
for all their money advanced on state- 
aid roads. Yet I must admit that in 
my opinion we will never get this 
money without a bond issue. 


The statute now provides that this 


money is to be paid back to the coun- 
ties when the entire s¥stem is com- 
pleted, and remember that we get no 
interest. Then again, how many wiles 
is yet to be added to the system.

Pleads for Honesty 
In Classifying Fruit 


Editor Constitution: A bill has been 
introduced. in the legislature to elim- 
inate the word “unclassified” as a 
grade of peaches and apples. The 
fruit law passed two years ago pro- 
vided three grades of peaches, or 
rather the law was passed allowing 
the secretary of agriculture to fix 
the grades and he fixed three grades 
as follows: U. S. No. 1, U. 8S. No. 2 
and Unclassified. Unclassified meant 
low-grade fruit, while No. 1 was the 
best grade. Really in packing it is 
hardly possible to pack any No. 2s, 
so fruit is either No. 1Is or Unclassi- 
fied. No. 2 peaches are so near to 
No. 1s in grade that almost every 
grower does not attempt to pack this 
grade at all, but either packs No. Is 
or Unclassified. 

As I understand the bill as intro- 
duced it simply allows the grower to 
leave off any marking on low grade 
peaches, while putting the proper 
marking on high-grade fruit. 1 have 
always thought the word “unclassi- 
fied’”’ was misleading, but the trade 
has come to know that it means low- 
grade fruit, and now I can see no 
good in making any change, but can 
see many reasons why the Jaw should 
not be changed. Should the law be 
changed so as to allow growers to 
ship their low-grade peaches without 
any ma king, then the trade would 
soon know that no mark meant low- 
grade stuff, and the result would be 
exactly the same, so far as the grow- 
ers are concerned, but it would give 
the eastern dealers a good chance to 
practice fraud by marking the fruit 
No. 1s after it arrived on the mar- 
ket. I have already heard of this 
being done, even with the present 
marking on the package. 

It so happens that there has been 
a great deal of low-grade peaches 
shipped this season and many growers 
have complained that the very word 
“unclassified” has tended to lower the 
price of this fruit, and no doubt this 
is true. I saw a grower packing a 
car of peaches a few days ago, which 
he expected to grade U. S. No. 1, but 
when the inspector went in to them 
they would not make the grade, and 
had to be marked “Unclassified.” Now, 
these peaches were very near in grade, 
but had to go marked as low grade 
and were sold f. o. b. and I heard 
the buyer say that the grower lost 
at least $300 on the car on account 
of this marking. On the other hand 
I have seen during this season buyers 
clamoring for No. 1 peaches and offer- 
ing the highest prices I ever knew of. 
I think there is no doubt that the 
present law added from a dollar to a 
dollar and 50 cents to the price of 
good peaches this season.

Editor Constitution: Now that the 
smoke has cleared away, temporarily, 
I want to express my appreciation for 
the able fight you made for a bond 
issue with which to finance an im- 
mediate comprehensive system of 
highways for Georgia.

I must say, however, in justice to

repealed. There is about 20 growers 
here and five years ago they agreed 
to ship peaches under one brand, or, 
at least all No. 1 peaches under this 
brand, and have continued to do this 
until now and the agreement still 
stands, and I hear of no kick about 
the agreement now. Under this agree- 
ment every grower had to have gov- 
ernment inspection, so we started five 
years ago to putting up our fruit un- 
der two grades and so marking it, 
and have had government inspection 
ever since, and expect to continue ta 
do the same in the future. In other 
words we were observing this law 
three years before it was passed. 

I have been closely identified with 
the peach industry here for 12 years 
and my observation is that it pays to 
simply say what the package contains. 
It was very hard on some of the 
growers here this year, and some lost 
money by not being able to brand all 
their peaches No. 1, but as a whole it 
paid them well, as fully 75 per cent 
of the peaches from here was shipped 
as No. Js and brought extremely good 
prices. Let’s be honest and continue 
to say: “This package contains good 
peaches” or say they are of very 
doubtful quality.

R. J. Reynolds, Jr., heir to the 
Reynolds tobacco fortune, now under 
charges in England in connection with 
the death of a man killed by ~ his 
motor car, is being treated unjustly 
by the American_press, Mrs. Sue Rey- 
nolds Staley, of Bristol, Tenn., a rel- 
ative, says in a statement sent to 
The Constitution Saturday. 

Mrs. Staley asserts that too much 
publicity has been given the case, and 
she charges that the press is answer- 
ing a demand for sensationalism. 

Following is Mrs. Staley’s  state- 
ment in part: : 

“Of course the law will decide this 
case in England, and if he is guilty 
he should suffer the just penalty of 
the law the same as any poor boy. 
But the case I am pleading now 3s 
for the press to give him the justice 
that any poor boy in this country 
would be accorded, and not to send 
out through the press an unjust blast 
because he is rich and the son of a 
prominent American, 

“The photo which recently ap- 
peared in the Bristol Herald-Courter 
and which was sent out all over the 
country is not a true likeness of Dick 
Reynolds. It appears that the eyes 
of his photograph have been retouched 
with India ink to give the appearance 
that he was drunk or a degenerate. 
His forehead appears to have been re- 
touched and flattened for the same 
purpose. Dick Reynolds has a high 
forehead like his father, and an un- 
usually open and_ innocent-looking 
countenance, with every mark of in- 
telligence. 

“Tt appears that there is an enemy 
in the field, working underground 
against this orphan-lad.

The oil, however, can 
be plainly seen flowing from the beir- 
ings and being sprayed over the cyl- 
inder walls. Any defect in the lu- 
brication system would be detected im- 
mediately. 

In all Chrysler models, oil and yas 
vapors accumulating in the crankcase 
are earried to an outlet pipe connect- 
ed with the carburetor.

HEN the Bremen weighed anchor yesterday and nosed its way out of New York harbor 
headed toward Cherbourg, France, prominent Atlantans, Mr. and Mrs. Charles T. Nun- 
nally, were among the passengers making the return lap on the maiden voyage of the mag- 
nificent vessel, which is holder of the sea speed record, having crossed the Atlantic ocean in 


four days 17 hours and 43 minutes.

days, eclipsing the record held by the Cunard liner, Mauretania, by 8 hours and 52 min- 


utes. 


Thus, the title of queen of the seas goes to the latest recruit to the steamers plying 


through 3,000 miles of cobalt blue waters separating the eastern and western hemispheres. 

Atlantans are never slow to participate, whenever possible, in such outstanding events 
which go toward the making of history, the group including Mr. and Mrs. Nunnally, Mrs. 
James E. Hickey and Mr. and Mrs. Ernest Woodruff being enrolled on the ship’s roster for 
the return lap of the maiden voyage. Among the luxurious features of the liner are the 
series of salons, a smoking room, a bar, a night club and a. ballroom on the promenade

by treacherous quicksands. The

In her speech before the club in- 
stitute held in July in Athens at the 
University of Georgia, in Athens, Mrs.

Of this number, 3,500,000 are members of Lutheran 
churches in United States and Canada. These churches on the 
western continent are congregational in their form of organiza- 
tion, while in Europe the 71,500,000 Lutherans are divided large- 
ly on lines of nationality, being usually state churches or closely 
affiliated with governmental authority. Recently, however, state 
ties have been considerably altered in some of these countries.

Boeing Air Transport, largest of the 
air mail’ carriers, has perhaps done 
more original research into practical 
problems of “radio flying” than any 
other aviation company.

Marconi is generally credited with b 
ing the inventor of wireless telegraph 
the first radio messages were sent du 
ing the Civil War, says C. Frane 
Jenkins, veteran inventor. 

“Although Professor Joseph Henr 
in 1832, discovered that electrical 
cillations could be detected a consi 
erable distance from the oscillator. 
remained for a Washington dentis 
Dr. Mahlon. Loomis, actually to se 
the first radio messages,” Mr. Jenkiy 
said. 

“In 1865 he built an oscillating ci 
cuit and connected it to a wire aeri 
supported by a kite. One station w 
set upon the Bear Den mountain, Vi 
ginia, not very far from Washingtwy 
and a duplicate station was set up ¢

“Messages were sent alternate 
from one station to the other by ¢:

« Which discredit such a story, although the 
yarn is partly true, are the annual festi- 
vals held at Cheyenne, Pendleton, Living- 
ston, Salt Lake City, Monte Vista, Cal- 
gary and a half dozen other centers. 
Neither commercial, like the circus, nor 
mercenary, like the carnival, these round- 
ups, rodeos and frontier festivals are staged 
for the pure sport of learning who is best 
at which! 


To Cheyenne, “Capital af the Cow Coun- 
try,” belongs credit of having originated a 
custom which has now become an annual 
habit. The idea of reproducing faithfully 
in this annual celebration, usually held for 
an entire week late in July, those unique 
and daring sports indulged in and enjoyed 
by the virile empire builders who pioneered 
the western piains, was conceived thirty- 
two years ago by the Union Pacific agent 
in Cheyenne. One sunny summer morning 
he stood watching some cowbovs trying to 
a@>nquer wild horses, and the thought oc- 
curred to him that people would giadly, 
nay, eagerly, pay good money for that 
which he was witnessing free of any charge. 
Business men were interested in the project, 
and the next summer Cheyenne staged her 
first frontier festival. 


Just as this historic cattle town is known 
as the “Daddy of 'em all,” when we speak 
of roun@ups, so also Cheyenne maintains 
its leadership in offering the world cham- 
pionship contests, with the coveted cups, 
ribbons and cash for the winners. 


Frontier Day is not just an ordinary wild 


west show gone mad, offered for commer- 
cial gain, but is sponsered by the people 
of Cheyenne in the same spirit that com- 
munities offer Fourth of July and Christ- 
mas festivals. Nowhere else can be assem- 
bled at one and the same time such an 
aggregation of rangeland performers, train- 
ed soldiers and blanket Indians, giving a 
genuine portrayal of the old pioneer days, 
as foregather at Cheyenne in July of each 
year. 


Which goes to show that the modern 
west has lost none of its youthful romance 
of old. Here, in the presence of the old- 
timers, the real western spirit of the fence- 
less days pervades the atmosphere. Sports 
of the packer, rancher, Indian, stage-coach 
driver—broncho busting, roping, Indian 
races, fancy and trick riding and roping, 
wild-horse races, “bull-dogging,” steer-rid- 
ing—in fact, every kind of amusing, thrill- 
ing, he-man sport known to the American 
frontier of yesterday and today is partici- 
pated in by inhabitants; not in the “show- 
you” spirit of the boaster, mind you, but as 
a competitive tournament. where winners 
receive thousands of dollars in prizes and 
the praise of an enthusiastic audience, and 
where some of the losers receive a bottie of 
liniment and a free ride to the hospital)! 

At this season, when the blazing summer 
@un scorches the dust in the great arena, 
“Let ‘er buck, cowboy!” re-echoes across 
the cow country as the cry of conquest 
enlivens the rangeland. 

Out of the big corral comes tearing a wild 


and steer. Two intelligent, fleet- 
- fected cow ponies with daring riders start 
in hot pursuit. They easily overtaké the 
steer, one on either side. Suddenly, at full 
gallop, a cowboy reaches out, seizes the 
steer’s horns, slips from his saddle and 
brings him to a halt. 


Then follows an interesting contest be- 
tween man and beast, usually resulting in 
the steer toppling over on its side. The 
red flag of the judge is lowered and the 
timekeeper announces that a new world’s 
record has been made. Right there before 
you stands the champion “bull-dogger” df 
the world. 


But it isn’t quite as easy as it sounds. 
First of all, the steer is a longhorn weigh- 
ing about 850 pounds, and is one of many 
selected from herds numbering thousands 
in old Mexico and sent to Cheyenne espe-. 
cially for the cowboys to play with. If 
these is anything more dangerous, when 
enraged or frightened, the boys of the 
plains have not met up with it. Thus it is 
that “bull-dogging” is a he-man contest, 
the most dangerous and thrilling of all 
cowboy events. 

The steer is given a thirty-foot start. 
Started off by the “hazer’"—a rider who 
keeps the steer running in a straight line 
—the cowboy slips up on the “off” or op- 
posite side and, attired in football head- 
gear, rushes up close to the animal's head. 
At the right instant he lunges off his horse 


half ton of beef and the cowboy have land- 
ed on Mother Earth amid a cloud of dust 
with a mighty thump. The trained bull- 
dogger knows how to make the steer’s 
“handie-bars” tip at the proper angie. 

When thrown the steer must be held 
with one hand and the other hand thrown 
up in the air, which is the “time” signal 
to the scorekeeper. Two minutes is the 
limit from ‘scratch line to upthrown hand, 
and he who takes longer has an entire 
vear to regret his slowness. But he who 
moves fastest may win several hundred 
dollars and some traps to remember it by. 

The event which catches and holds the 
attention of every spectator, regardless of 
which point on the may he calis home, is 
the ‘“broncho busting’ contest. Fifteen 
plunging, blindfolded “outlaw” horsed are 
driven, led or pushed into the arena before 
the grandstands. At the report of the 
starter’s pistol cowboys desperately en- 
deavor to saddle the snorting bronchos. 
Horses and men seem a jumbled mass of 
hoofs and chaps, while the stands rock 
with the cheers of enthusiastic spectators. 
The contortions through which men and 
beast pass within the twinkling of the eye 
are almost beyond description. 

Finally one of the cowboys manages to 
buckle his cinch and mounts. But the 
bucking horse starts on a stampede in the 
wrong direction. Then another man man- 
ages to get on his mount, and off they go, 
pitching, rearing and whirling, until they 
come to the first turn in the oval track. 


Here the first horse refuses to follow the 
narrow track, crashes into the four-foot 
fence and stampedes over the prairie in 
the general direction of the North Pole, 
Rescuers are in hot pursuit. Finally one 
rider, by petting, coaxing, pleading and 
spurring, manages to bring his bewildered 
and frenzied animal around the half-mile 
track and under the wire to receive first 
honors of the day. Others follow—or fol- 
low part way—and four out of fifteen man- 
age to circle the track, which is a pretty 
good average, considering the hazards of 
the game and the contrariness of the an- 
imals. 

This all sounds very nice, but peek into 
the cowboy'’s rule book and see how hard 
it reads: “Wild horses are forced into 
chutes and with a surcingle or rope placed 
around them are turned out into the arena. 


«The rider is left to the mercy of the horse 


until rescued by the pick-up man.” 

Wow! Certainly, this is not very pleas- 
ant reading, though it may insure a broken 
neck. Remember also, the management of 
the festival has had trained wild-horse 
hunters combing the plains weeks before 
the event, and they surely have succeeded 
in roping some mighty hard nuts. A streak 
of greased lightning would be slow com- 
pared to this lot, while a rock crusher 
would be a comfortable seat alongside their 
backs. 

Thus it is that they gather in the “bad 
“ihe” early at Cheyenne. When some am- 
bitious cowboy, striving for both cash and 
glory in the world championship broncho 
busting contest, mounts one of the wild 
bunch, experienced gentlemen hush! For 
that lad is sure going for a ride! 

It may not be a very long ride, but of 
its goodness there is never a shadow of a 
doubt. For those bucking bronchos are 
trained. They are trained with even more 
care than is bestowed on their racing 
brethren, and a really good bucking horse, 
of the caliber of the world-famous “Steam- 
boat,” is worth just as much cash in the 
realm of cowboy sports and contests as a 
very fast horse is worth in the bluegrass 
country of Kentucky. 

The time was when these horses were 
simply wild horses, known as “broomtails,” 
plain mustangs, or any sort of a horse that 
knew not the mastery of man. Those were 
the days when almost any cowboy could 
ride almost any horse, and evolution had 
not yet produced the champion broncho 
rider. But finally there came the cowboy 
who not only could ride almost any horse, 
but the lad who could ride every horse. 

Having produced the super-rider, evolu- 
tion got busy along other lines. Contest 
managers were up against the problem of 
finding horses these experts could not ride. 
A long search failed to produce such an 
animal, and so the business of training 
horses to buck hard enough to throw the 
new type cowboy became most lucrative. 

Any horse, experienced cowboys tell us, 
will buck the first time he is ridden, and 
if he is a good horse and bucks hard and 
throws his rider, he wil) buck the second 
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time he is ridden, and so on, to the end. 
Thus, to provide good buckers, big horses 
are selected and cowboys get on with the 


deliberate intention of being thfownm That 


gives the horse confidence in himself, ane 
he bucks again. The next time a dummy 
is placed in the saddle, and goes off the 
first jump. By and by the horse gets im- 
bued with the idea that he can buck any- 
thing off, and it is then that he is topped 
off in the arena by an expert. And every 
now and then the horse makes good with 
himself, and. some cowboy with a very en- 
viable reputation as a rider clutches madly 
for the saddlehorn, but grabs only a hand- 
ful of grass while his pony, saddle empty 
and reins flying free, does all in his power 
to heave the saddle itself over the moon. 

The grandstand crowds are too frequent- 
ly Gissatisfied with the decisions of the 
judges. Some youth, perhaps, has made a 
very spectacular ride which, however, is 
not necessarily a good ride as the cowboys 
and judges see the affair. The latter view 
the performance not from its spectacular 
angle but from the purely technical side, 
very much as the scientist looks at a bug 
through his egiass. 

It is the best technician who wins, and 
cowboys and judges seldom squabble about 
the result, for fhe reason that if the rider 


horse gave the cowboy a chance to show his 
entire skill and ability, they find him a 
worse bucker and let him enjoy a second 
ride. That simple rules takes. the kick out 
of the worst of them. 

Thus it is that the frontier festival pre-: 
sents spectacular rides which thrill the 
crowds, but which the judges rule cut. 
Then there often are tame-looking rides 
which win the championship. Now and then 
there are sensational performances which 
do both. 


The riders and horses are under the eyes 
of judges from the word “Go.” The gen- 
eral handling of both men and animals is 
one of the first considerations. Then there 
is the “scratching” of the horse, which 
means tickling his ribs and shoulders with 


spur rowels to urge him to better efforts. 
A top-hand bucker rakes the horse three; 
times in, each flank and twice ‘on each} 
shoulder Guring the first three jumps. ; 

One hand must be kept free and plainly) 
visible to the judges; the other hand holds) 
the reins, and these cannot -be changed 
from one hand to the other. The cowboy 
must sit straight up on the whirlwind he 
is trying to ride. His position in the sad- 
die must be graceful and easy. 


Last, but not least, the cowboy must no 
allow his head to flop back and forth. 

All these little details must be remem- 
bered by the cowboy during about one min- 
ute of fast action, in addition to the para 
mount idea of sticking aboard the animal. 

Sometimes the bronchos do a forwar 
somersault, catching the unlucky rider un 
der them as they strike the ground, A m& 
has about one chance in a thousand of get 
ting free from a horse once he starts 1 
go over, since it all happens quicker tha 
the average rider can think.

A Life of Thrills and Danger Is Led By the Men Who Patrol Our Southwestern Border, Where the 
Smugglers of Human Beings Try Every [maginable Trick to Crash America’s Back 
‘Ssate—and Do Not Hesitate to Shoot It Out When Cornered

P= } I IS a desolate stretch of arid land 
oR | that reaches from Yuma, Ariz., to 
> Tia Juana, Mexico. It is lonely. 
=? It is also dangerous. Sagebrush, 
trail, unusued, rutty road and rolling hill 
may harbor the desperate smuggler with 
his cargo of aliens willing to shoot it out, 
or, if pressed, equally willing to slaughter 
his human contraband, knowing that dead 
men tell no tales. 

It is in such a setting that the immigra- 
tion officers must risk their lives, and 
against hazards greater, perhaps, than the 
average soldier experiences in war. No class 
of patrolmen has served their country as 
valiantly, nor have any been less extolled 
for their deeds of daring than these men 
of the border. 

Because of the lucrative financial re- 
wards offered for successful smuggling ol 
aliens into the United States and because 
of the clamor of thousands for entry, there 
fare now several large syndicates operating 
in this unlawful business. They have ex- 
cellent financial backing and an extensive 
spy system of their own. These syndi- 
cates have paid huge profits to their own- 
ers in spite of the efforts of the govern- 
ment to stop the rushing of 
doors. 

In.immediate charge of the enforcement 
work is Walter E. Karr, an unassuming 
quiet man, who has, nevertheless, an 
viable record for zealous border service. He 
has served for over twenty-five years in 
the immigration service, principally along 
the Canadian line. Recently he wes trans- 
ferred to the southwest 

“I am not in favor of border patrol in 
the strictest sense of the phrase,” Mr. Kar 
declared recently, “for it is utterly impos- 
sible tq patrol every foot of the long, lonely 
expanse successfully. Experience has shown 
timt the most effective method of combat- 
tame the criminal smuggling syndicate is

Yet, according to Walter Karr and - his 
men, no method is safe and sure.

et ARLE NELSON killed for amuse- 
m ment. As other men might travel 
the country diverting themselves 
at golf courses, bridge clubs or 
trout streams, Nelson roamed the continent 
and strangled women. Then he happened 
to wander across the border into Canada. 
Canada quickly seized him and gave him 
the same sort of treatment he had special- 
ized in himself. That is, he was strangled. 
Justice in the United States would pos- 
sibly have acted differently. There is rea- 
son to believe that in this country Nelson 
would have been ruled insane and commit- 


been anything new to him, for in his life- 
time he was committed many times to an 
_ asylum, and each time eseaped. Society 

had him in confinement before he started 
his horrible career, but couldn’t hold him. 
He was at large for years at a time. The 
error cost at least twenty-two lives, the 
number of killings recorded against Nelson. 
Probably there were many more.

Some day civilization will be able to weed 
out its Earle Nelsons early in life before 
they have a chance to wallow in blood, or, 
as in the case of this young man, before 
their fingers begin to itch fer the feel of 
soft throats. Science will be able to de- 
tect the grm of murdr forming in such 
eratures, let us hope, and be able to act 
accordingly. As. it happened, society’s great 
failure im the case of Nelson bore fruit 
im one of the most ghastly series of killings 
on record. 
‘Earle Nelson was born in San Francisco, 
May 12, 1897. Both his parents died when 
he was an infant. He was brought up by 
an aunt, but his aunt would have been a 
miracle worker had she done anything with 
him, for there was in his blood the heritage 
ef his parents—imsanity, degeneracy, the 
hast for murder. 
His first known offense was an assau)t 
upon a child in a basement in May, 1918. 
During the hearjmg of the case it was 
learned that he had been examined and 
found insane by a naval hospital board. He 
served a short time in jail and was then 
committed to the Napa state hospital, a 
home for mental defectives. He made three 
eseapes from this institution in less than 
seven months. 
The last time he remained at large for 
more than two years. How many atrocities 
of one kind or another he committed dur- 
ing this period no one knows. We know 
that he married, that he took other women 
as his wives without marriage, and that he 
attacked a Mrs. Mary Somers in San Fran- 
cisco in May, 1921. For this crime he was 
again committed to the state hospital. 
And again he escaped. 
That was in November, 1923. He was not 
recaptured. In fact, justice in the United 
States never again got its hands on this 
man. He remained at large, as elusive and 
deadly as a scourge, amusing himself 
around the country, sowing death and trag- 
edy and, worst of all, disease, until June, 
1927, when he was captured after his last 
two killings in Winnipeg, Canada. 
We know nothing of his movements from 
the time he escaped from the asylum in 
November, 1923, until first recorded killing 
early in 1926. 
About the middle of February, 1926, Miss 
Clara Newman, 60 years old, displayed a 
notice in front of her home in San Fran- 
cisco saying she had a room to let. A man 
came to see the room on February 20. A 
little while later the woman's strangled and 
outraged body was found by her nephew in 
an attic washroom. ; 
There were no clews. No one had seen 
the man save Miss Newman. Al) the police 
knew was that there was a sexual maniac 
at large. 
Within ten days, on March 2, Mrs. Laura 
Beale, of San Jose, Cal., also 60, and who, 
Miss Newman, had displayed a “Room 
Let” sign, was found murdered under 
the same conditions. This time 
police had a meager description of a

On June 10, again in San Francisco, the 
Dark Strangler, as he came to be called, 
noticed a sign “Room for Rent” in the win- 
dow of the house of Mrs. Lillian St. Mary, 
63 years old. Later in the day her stran- 
gled and violated bedy was found thrust 
under a bed im the vaeant room. No one 
had seen the killer but his victim. 

Every deteetive in the city, every reporter 
that could be spared, joined in the hunt 
for the fiend at large. But it was a hope- 
less task. The authorities had almost ne 
idea of wRat the man looked like. The 
crimes had been committed in densely pop- 
ulated districts—he was one among thou- 
sands. The hap-hazard nature of the crime 
made it exceedingly difficult for the police. 

But one cannot help but think at thik 
point that it would have been wise to have 
broadcast warnings to all rooming house 


On the 2ist the body of Mrs. Mary Fluke, 
37, was found in the attic of a house she 
had advertised as to let. In this instance 
the evidence of violence was more marked 
and rings and other jewelry had also been 
taken. 

Now at last the police decided that the 
Dark Strangler had been diverting himself 
in Portland. ' 

But by this time he was on his. way again. 

Nelson liked automobiling between mur- 
ders. He didn’t have a car himself, but 
there were always folks on the road willing 
to give him a lift to the next town. That 
was partly why he remained at large so 
long-—-he never stayed in one place long 
enough for the police to get any sort of 
clews as to what he Jooked like. In ali the 
murders thus far but two casual glimpses 
had been caught of his face. . 

One of his murders was committed while 
a tire was being changed on an automobile. 
Nelson strolled to the rear door of a farm-

The woman of the house was found 
strangled an hour later. 

In San Franciseo on November 18th he 
throttled and outraged Mrs. William Ed- 
munds, 56. Five days Jater, in Seattle, 
Wash., he killed Mrs. Florence Monks. In 
the latter instance he made off with sev- 
eral thousand dollars worth of jewelry. 

When. the news of the Seattle killing was 


broadcast, Portland sent a detective to 
Seattle to check up and see whether it 
might be the same man who had commit- 


ted the three outrages in Portiand. The 
kiiler must have passed the detective on 
the road and in Portland, on November 
29th, he strangled Mrs. Blanche Myers, 48.

The Portland police pointed out to the 
public that the fiend usually took away 
some jewelry. They offered $2,500 reward. 

But now he struck inland. Two days be- 
fore Christmas, 1926, he strangled Mrs. 
Mrs. John E. Beard, 49, at Council Bluffs, 
Iowa, making his total a round dozen. On 
December 27, in Kansas City, he killed Mrs. 
Bonnie Pace, 23. On the 28th, still in Kan- 
sas City, he strangled and outraged Mrs. 
Germania Harpin, 28, and throitled her 
eight-months-old baby with a piece of 
cloth. 

The strangler continued eastward. There 
is no record of any murders in the next 
four months. 

Then, on April 27, 1927, 60-year-old Mrs. 
Mary McConnell was strangled to death in 
Philadelphia. On May 30th Mrs. Jennie 
Randolph, 35, was murdered in Buffalo. 
Two days later, in Detroit, Mrs. Minnie 
May, 53, and her tenant, Mrs. N. C. Ator- 
thy, were strangled in a lodging house. 
Two days later Mrs. Mary Sietsema, 27, 
was strangled and outraged in Chicago. 

Four murders within a week. And still 
he was at large. ; 

Nelson reached Winnipeg on June 8th. 
As soon as he arrived he went to a second- 
hand store. He sold all the clothes he had 
been wearing and bought others from the 
same dealer. Then he engaged a room 
from Mrs. Catherine Hill, 133 Smith street, 
saying he wanted a quiet room because he 
was “a very religious man of high ideals.” 
Mrs. Hill chatted with him—and lived to 
tell her story. 

The next morning he went off rather 
early. Later in the day httle Lola Cowan, 
14-year-old daughter of a couple who oc- 
cupied rooms in the house, was found to 
be missmg. The child helped her parents 
by selling flowers, going from door to door. 


Her disappearance was reported to the po- 
lice but no trace of her was found. 


That same day, at about 6 o'clock in the 
evening, William Patterson returned to his 
home. at 100 Riverton avenue. His wife was 
not there to greet him as she usually did. 
He thought it probable she was having tea 
with friends. A little later his two children, 
aged 5 and 3 years, came in from play and 
he made supper for them and put them to 
bed. — 


Ten o'clock. Still his wife had not re 
turned. 


Patterson rang up the police station but 
no accident had been reported. He made a 
tour of the house. He noted one thing that 
was unusual—his suitease had been moved 
from its accustomed place. He examined 
it and saw that the loek had been forced. 
Some personal belongings, together with 
seven ten-dollar bills, had been removed. 

Patterson became panic stricken. He 
dropped to his knees to pray for strength 
and guidance. He was rising from the floor 
when he noticed something under the bed. 

It was the dead body of his wife. She 
had been strangled and outraged. Her face 
and body had been badly bruised, as though 
she had fought desperately to escape the 
clutches of this gorilla. She had been dead 
some five or six hours. 


The next afternoon, under the bed of an 
unoccupied room at Mrs. Hill's place. they 
found the body of Lola Cowan. She had 
been murdered under circumstances of sueh 
stark horror that so far as could be avoid- 
ed the details were not given to the pubhic.

There by way of diversion he engaged a 
girl of 16 in conversatien, treated her to 
an ice cream cone and made a date with 
her to meet him that evening. FPortunately 
for her, the girl’s parents prevented the 
meeting. 

Word reached the authorities that a 
answering to the description of the mur- 
derer had been seen in Regina.

It was a close call. Nelson was captured 
within four miles of the American border. 

The trial opened at Winnipeg on Novem- 
ber 1, 1927. The jury was completed the 
following day and on November 5 the pro- 
ceedings came to an end. Throughout the 
whole trial Nelson appeared little inter- 
ested in what was going on. 

Defense Attorney J. H. Stitt called but 
two witnesses, the defendant's aunt, and 
his wife, a quiet, gentle woman of pleasant 
appearance, whom he had married in San 
Francisco under the name of Earle Puller 
when he was 22 | 

Nelson's wife said she'd lived with him 
only six months and that during that time 
he “seemed to have no moral responsibility 
at all.”

When Justice Triumphed 


Mr. Justice Dysart, in his charge to the 
jury, stated that not Nelson's guilt but 
only his sanity could be called into ques- 
tion. He said on this point: 

“It is the law that no person shall be 
convicted of any offense by reason of any 
act done by him while laboring under nat- 
ural imbecility or disease of the mind to 
such an extent as to render him incapable 
of appreciating the nature and quality of 
the act, and of knowing that this act was 
wrong. 


“The evidence here is rather of a disease 
of the mind. But disease of the mind, you 


must remember, is just what it means. T 
does not mean a temporary or spasmodic 
condition. Disease of the mind. imopltes 
that it is more or less of a permanent na- 
ture. That disease must be of such an ex- 
tent as to render accused incapable of ap- 

@ preciating the nature and quality of the 
act committed.” 


He said that what the jury had to de- 
termine was whether or not the accused 
understood that by strangling Mrs. Pat- 
terson he was committing an act that.would 
cause death and whether or not he believed

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OT long ago I made a voyage down the 

‘Mississippi in the Jatest evolution in ship- 

building: a 12,000-ton oll-tanker that was a 
mechanical marvel—mighty little else than a mobile 
gection of a pipe-line connecting the oil fields of the 
New World with the ready consumers of the Old. 
The first morning after we had left the river and 
put out to sea, a deputation of the crew waited on 
the captain to complain that the eggs served with the 
breakfast bacon wert not as fresh as they might have 
been. The spokesman was somewhat truculent. He 
Was neatiy dressed, clean-shaved, sleeked up like a 
decent artisan after working hours. The captain of 
the tanker said be would cause proper inquiries +o 
be made and have the responsible person taken to 
account for his dereliction of duty; and the deputa- 
tion departed with a sort of: “See to it. then!” atti- 

“I've seen the/time,” I told the capiain—another 
eld windjammer man—“when any sea-lawyer of that 
brand coming aft with a complaint about geod food 
would have been hit with a belaving pin. And—~ 
bacon and eggs?” 

“So've I.% said my captain bitterivr. “But that 
fellow’s a member of the Seamen's Union; and if I 
said a word they'd al! go on strike, and they'd be 
backed up; and this shipd be blacklisted. Times 
have changed. There-.aren't any sailors any more—- 
mot to say, savors.” 

i couldn't help contrasting these dissatisfied fore- 
eastie hands with shipmates of an older day, when 
a kitfull of slumgullion or stomach-twisting cracker- 
hash was a luxury at breakfast time; and the 
thought of a complaint aft an abhorrence. And it 
is perhaps as well ihat such as have a fondness for 
the white waters, and who now occupy the role of 
seamen, should take a glance at their forerunners, 
who made such conditions as now exist possible for 
these more mechanical, and—I say it with all meek- 
ness——less hardy prototypes of the stick-and-string 
echooi. 

The recaleitrants were drawing a matter of fifty 
dollars a month In wages, were housed comfortably in 
steam-heated, electrically lighted forecasties: and their 
actual physical Work was negiic!

wetted blankets froze over the sleepers and the 
icicles hung in six-foot clusters from the uncovered 
deck beams. 

The deckhands of my oil-tanker worked union 
hours—and though they kept regulation watches at 
sea—four hours om and four hours off—they did no 
work beyond steering and keeping lookouts after 5 
in the evening or before 7 in the morning: and in

and women and oddments such as simple-minded 
sailormen would squander their hard-earned dollars 
upon! Drunk and separate; either fighting mad 
or hopelessly sodden so that they couldn't even lie 
down without holding on; they were veritable Ish- 
maels; everybody's victims; fleeced both ashore and 
afloat. 


They were of all races—even Swiss mountaineers 
have sailed shipmates with me in the bygone years! 
But the Nordic races predominated: and the Scan- 
dinavians were about the best of the collection, 
though prone to weaken when the emergency proved 
too strenuous and a little inclined at such times to 
stow themselves away in odd corners and supinely 
await the seemingly inevitable end 
good—very good; with lots of that real hard-case 
fighting zest which refused to admit defeat: and the 
Britishers best of all—and I say this without national 
prejudice. They gave a lot of trouble in easy weather, 
these Britons; and they groused and gloomed at all 
times; Dut when anything happened they were there 

first aloft and last down on deck: and they had 
a trick of hanging on to what they'd grabbed until 
all hell couldn't tear it from them

The Southern Europeans were never really trust- 
worthy. They were too ready to snarl and threaten 
and show steel. Colored men were frequent, and,

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almost without exception, I found them good, .. acta- 
ble fellows, happy as sandboys under gloomy condi- 
tions and docile as well trained dogs. Moreover, these 
darkies gave us much-needed sentimental leaven: 
I've never encountered one who couldn't sing well: 
and, as their selection of music always ran to the 
Home and Mammy type, it reminded us usefully of 
our own responsibilities; which was a good thing in 
an existence that was as self-centered as Robinson 
Crusoe’s own must have been. 

Then there were the Finns. There used to be a 
superstition against carrying Finns to sea among a 
windjammer’s crew, but I've never yet been able 
to discover in what that superstition was founded. 
They brought bad luck; we, being simple-souled hu- 
mans, had an idea that they possessed second sight 
and even powers of dealing with dark, intangible 
forces beyond known veils—that they had familiar 
spirits tending them in a dimension not far removed 
from ours. But they were good seamen, tireless 
fighters; handy as a cartload of monkeys: and. wel, 
here's a vignette of one such, who joined my ship 
more years ago than I care to remembe! 

He was carted aboard in a state of such complete 
intoxication that he did not come up for air until 
the ship was a full twenty-four hours at sea A 
youngster, with the physique of a Hercules, he spoke 
no single word of English; and he possessed nothing 


beyond the sorry rags which he wore when pitched 
into the forecastle by the “crimps.” He had been. 


swindled out of a month's advance of pay, in addie 


tion to having been robbed of a year’s pay earned in 
another ship and handed to him three days before. 

When he recovered and found himself aboard a 
ship where not a soul spoke a word of his tongue; and 
where he could understand not a word of the babel 
of tongues spoken about him, he was bewildered and 
sore—oh, he was sore! He had intended to return to 
Finland with his / year's pay and there buy timber 
enough to make a soft-wood schooner, build a coast- 
wise craft and settle down as her master to a lucrae- 
tive trade, carrying his wife and a few brothers and 
cousins by way of a crew: and so making himself a 
man of substance , 

But some wanton with the soul of a Plutonic 
clinker had caught him: and he was here—stripped 
as clean as a gnawed bone: with a sore head to come- 
panion him. He applied himself to work as soon as 
he understood what was required of him. He made a 
compact with me—ovyv signs, of course--that if I 
taught him English he would teach me Finnish. He 
would do my washing and mending in return for a 
clean shirt. no matter how old: and would make me 
a new sea-chest if I lent him my second-best suit 
of oilskins—we were in northern waters, in February. 
and the weather was bad He would also stand all 
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my night-tricks at the wheel, and all my look-outs. 

In three months he could speak and understand 
English as if it were his native tongue—and I could. 
with difficulty, box the compass in Finnish! He had 
by this time a fairly useful kit of clothing—devised 
from the discards of luckier men than himself. The 
carpenter had been killed when the lazy fore-tack 
carried away and the clew sliced his skull off; and 
my Finn—answering to the name of Dobroff—was 
established as carpenter in his stead; and he had 
fitted himself with a satisfactory chest of tools-—all 
made from materials found about the ship, He was 
the best helmsman we carried; he was always se- 
lected to go aloft and repair a ruined sail in a gale 
of wind: and he could hold us enchanted in the 
dog-watches, not only by singing stfange, tuneful 
songs with a throb of mystery running through them: 
but also by playing music that was the interpretation 
of Finland's imprisoned soul on a fiddle he had made 
by his own hands out of oddments discovered in the 
boatswain’'s locker, 

On one occasion, when the ship was making heavy 
weather of it-—-hurling herself blindly and terrifyingly 
through an inky night when the wind was blowing a 
full hundred and twenty miles an hour from the 
northwest and carrying stinging ice on its crest. 
Dobrof! kept the wheel for thirty hours without a 
break, when no two other men could even keep the 
ship in control, and saved the fabric as surely as any 
man ever did. 

And I have encountered many another Finn as 
good as Dobroff; though I cannot call to mind ever 
sailing shipmates with any man of any breed who 
was better. His sense of blind duty was incredible. 
His strength was that of a maddened bull, and nis 
disposition was that of a wondering child. And after 
a year in the ship, when we were in a West Coast 
port, a snarling, viclous, ratlike Cockney got filthily 
drunk and chased Dobroffl with a hatchbatten, call- 
ing him a foully-adjectived no-good, 

Peacefully attempting to escape this insensate 
brute’s rush, Dobroff tried to cross a hatch that was 
open and fell thirty feet across the keelson. He 
wasn't killed——-better for him if he had been. He was 
only broken and crippled for life; and his fond 
dream of earning enough pay to allow him to build 
a soft-wood schooner with his own competent hands 
was dashed to fragments. He owned a captains ie 
cense in his own. country, too! 

But the crew of the average windjammer of forty 
years aco were a polyglot lot of roughnecks, gath- 
ered up from shady boarding-houses when they had 
epent their last dollar and shoveled aboard like so 
much unconsidered garbage Mostly they were 
«etrangers to one another. They had no inherited 
loyalty to any particular ship or service; all were

The 
only thing they knew-about the countries 
they visited was the location of the drink 
dens and the quality of the liquor avail- 
able! 


Unpromising material Within thirty 
hours of a windjammer dropping her pilot 
these seore of gutter-sweepings, Paddy 
Westers, no-goods, were a fighting brother- 
hood, perfectly ready to strain heart and 
nerve and sinew for the welfare of the ship 
that was their comfortless home until there 
was nothing left in them beyond the will 
that bade them hold on against impossi- 
bilities.

wei, aS storm; to believe wholeheartedly in 


the ship herself and those in charge of 
hey; and never, never to shirk a duty no 
matter how unreasonable or arduous it 
might appear. 


There are few like these stalwarts today, 
alas! They worked for sheer love and !ust 
of turning out a workmanlike job. I have 
Seen them hundreds of times, refusing to 
go below at eight bells simply because the 
particular task demanding their attention 
was not completed; and they preferred to 
do H themselves rather than intrust it to 
another, They also took us youngsters un- 
der their wings and instilled into us rare 
warning, wisdom unpurchasable—the wis- 


Jom of their checkered experiences—and , 
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fT WAS a famous saying of Na-— 


ner of temptation. Form the image of 
yourself and your sin and your regret when 
the charm of the sin has gone and you 
face only the guilt of your life. We need 
to cultivate the long forward look. It is 
the function of imagination to forecast the 
consequences of sin and to penetrate the 
glitter and glare of its disguise. It is the 
function of imagination to hold before the 
mind the horror and remorse that inevit- 
ably follow in the wake of evil. When the 
brain grows dizzy and the senses are 
charmed under the spell of a present and 
near temptation, our refuge is to visualize 
the scorn of society and above all the di- 
vine displeasure that will smite the con- 
science. We are confronted by difficult 
duties. Let us forecast our feelings as we 
look back upon the duties neglected and 
aAinperformed. Let us forecast our joy as 
we look back upon our work faithfully fin- 
ished. 


The prophet of old placed his estimate 
on the power of imagination when he ex- 
claimed: “Oh, that my people would con- 
sider their latter end.” 

The great mother of a famous painter 
said: “My son, if you would live nobly, 
lay hold of the last hour of your life, and 
make that last hour always your company 
keeper.” We may thus exercise that fore- 
thought that shall live in the wisdom of 
the afterthought. 

The editor of the Northwestern Christian 
Advocate writes: 

“Temptation is a term held in disrepute. 
Though in rare instances one may be 
tempted to do good, as an almost invari- 
able rule he is pressed to goodness. Evil 
is tempting. But there ts this noticeable 
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differenoe between an evil act and a good 
act: The anticipation of evil doing is 
pleasant while the after-effect is bitter: 
The anticipation of a good act is, nearly 
always, disquieting while the effect is in- 
variably pleasing. The emotions are re- 
versed. If we fell into goodness as one 
Slips down an embankment, reward would 
hardly be proper. “To him that ovércom- 
eth will I give to eat of the tree of life.” 
The art of living is, of course, to make 
generous use of one’s imagination, that 
most valuable adjunct of character build- 
ing. To project one’s mind beyond the 
performance Of a deed out into the midst 
of that deed’s effect on life, and in imag- 
ination é¢xperience the sensations resulting 
therefrom will invariably effect right ac- 
tion. Sin too often results either from a 
diseased imagination which registers false- 
ly and thus misleads, or the sheer absence 
of the mind’s forecasting—a blind running 
through the deed into the fires of conse- 
‘quence. 


“Indeed, ‘one of the most important and 
vital accessories to right Kving is the imag- 
ination. The art of running ahead and 
living an experience before it becomes ac- 
tual, the power of measurably seeing and 
feeling the consequence of a good or evil 
@et ere it is performed—that, we are in- 
clined to judge, is the real’ purpose of the 
imaginative endowment. Reviewing it from 
this standpoint, the moral uses of imag- 
ination stand boldly forth. 

“Instead of concentrating one’s mind on 
the immediate surroundings, confining 
one’s thought to the actual experience, 
content to extract whatever of pleasure it 
immediately yields, the imagination flies

looked after us much about as our mothers 
had done in our earlier youth. 


My old sea-dad was such a man. Judged 
by standards of the politer shore, he was 
a hopeless ruffian. No doubt he was steep- 
ed in iniquity. There wasn’t a questionable 
house in any port of all the seven seas 
that he didn’t know; he had been in most 
jails; he had been frost-bitten in the Arctic 
Circle, and he had endured Yellow Jack in 
Brazil of a half a century ago when men 
died like flies betwixt dawn and dusk, 
Originally he had been at Paddy Wester, 
and had learned his trade, he said, in Black 
Ball liners across the bitter Atlantic. 


He was shot full of holes by bucko mates; 
and during a period of service aboard a 
warship belonging to some Latin American 
republic he had been triced to the gratings 
and given four dozen. lashes, so that his 
back was all criss crossed like a jigsaw 


. puzzle. He suffered from heart disease and 


rheumatism. 
This man taught me everything I ever 


learned about the triek af a ship; he 
mended my clothes; made me a suit of 
oilskins, when in a moment's folly Id 


hocked my own; lent me his seaboots—be- 
cause I'd sold my only pair—for the home- 
ward-run around Cape Horn in mid-win- 
ter; and that is just the one thing that the 
most generous sailor is pledged not to do; 
to lend his sea-boots. 

He made me pay close attention to per- 
sonal cleanliness at a period when such 
details seem negligible to youth: he never 
utterer one foul word in my hearing and 
never boasted of one erotic agventure; he 
fought bullying hard-cases in the forecastle 
in my interests; and when I was made an 
officer he licked his messmates one by one 
to prove to them that I was fitted to com- 
mand them. 


I have seen that man—Rhys by name— 
dive overboard with a knife between his 
teeth and rip Open a shark's belly because 
that shark was menacing a frightened boy. 
I have seen him souse into an Easting sea 
with the end of the deepsea !eadline about 
him to rescue a man—his bitterest enemy, 
incidentally—who had been swept overs 
board by a mountainous sea, because there 
was no possibility of lowering a boat that 
would live. Yes, and he got his man, too. ; 


I have seen him, unarmed, stand off a 
whole pack of vicious Latin Americ&ans be- 
cause some One or other of us boys had 
offended one of them: to give us a chance 
to seek safety in our boat. And once, when 
I happened to faint from  overexertion 
while up aloft on the royal yard in a 
breeze, he climbed up and brought me 
down in safety under his arms as if I'd 


been a trifle of rcpe-yarn. Yet that man, 
by accepted standards, was a hopeless out- 
cast | 


He was merely one of a type. Sparsely 
fed we were, and hungry as only growing 
boys can be hungry; but Rhys would spare 
trifies of meat and biscuit from his own 
indifferent “whack” and give it to us; and 
when we were on a short ration of fresh 
water he always had a bottleful set aside 
for us unthinking lads. He had’ no ax to 
grind. He wanted us to become proper 
sailors; that was all. 5 


They were a truly remarkable crowd, 
these old-time windjammer shellbacks. 
They could not read or write, for the most 
part; and few if any of them had any 
homes; they lodged in the ports where they 
were paid off until their pay. was spent or 
lnoted; then back they went to the harsh 
rigors of sea life. In a ship, although they 
worked loyally for her—and not merely be- 
cause they believed that if they didn’t work 
the ship would sink and take them to the 
bottom with her-—they miscalled her 
shamelessly; but once they were part of her 
she became the finest ship in the world. 
The last ship was always the best; and 
they'd fight to their knees to make good 
their pretension. 

They were not mutinous by instinct, un- 
less some sea-lawyer endeavored to explain 
their wrongs to them; and, even then, they 
seldom showed sign of insubordination.

Such food as was 
doled out they accepted without complaint, 
unless the cook had spoiled it; and then, 
instead of complaining to the after-guard, 
they took the law imto their own hands and 
ducked the cook in the wash-deck tub and 
scrubbed him with boroms or holystones to 
brine him to a sense of duty, and let it go 
at that. 

And see them in foreign ports upholding 
the honor of the workhouse they served! 
Figh ' I give you my word. The immedi- 
ate ship that emploved them was probabiy 
the worst afloat: her officers bDuilies and 
her steward a rebber; but if any stranger 
ventured so much as a word of criticism, 
the men were ready to wipe out that insult 
in blood. A queer, uncouth, barbaric breed, 
judged by modern standards; but they took 
their ships through—er under—the worst 
the seven seas could send. They never 
weakened to my knowledge, and many and 
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down the tomorrows. It sees the drunkard 
in the first glass, the debauchee in the first 
immorality; the murderer in the first crim- 
Inal act. It is a telescopic lens that brings 
the distant scene near; it is a megaphone 
that multiplies the diminutive voice of the 
deed to the thunder of the consequences. 
It is, or-can become, one of the most pow- 
erful deterrents of wrongdoing.

books, observe their grave countenancea, 
watch them as they consult with the offi- 
cials, then finally hear the detective’s voice 
ordering him to accompany him; if he 
could, fancy his wife broken-hearted, his 
children disgraced, his own future ruined 
—we say, if at the moment of temptation 
he could project his deed as far down the 
future as the consequences thereof are cal- 
culated to: flow, he practically could not 
yield to the immediate pull of temptation. 

“On the other hand, if one should, upon 
facing an admitted duty difficult or pos- 
sibly embarrassing to attend ‘to, fly down 
the future and, in his imagination, live 
the joyous and rich consequences of that 
duty performed, he would almost leap to 
its accomplishment. Imagination thus ap- 
plied to life is the art of visualizing more 
or less the actual consequences of the deed, 

“The imagination could, then, be a val- 
uable accessory to reason. It should be the 
dove flying forth and bringing back over 
the surface of the future the token of joy, 
the sign of sorrow.”

may HE news that a racketeer or 
Fr. 3 hold-up man is being sent to 
Gamers prison gives us a false feeling of 
secufity. We imagine that lives 
and property will hereafter be safe from 


him—forgetting that, after he has served 


his term, he may come out of prison as 
unfit to be at large as when he was “sent 
up”; and forgetting also that our pocket- 
books are taxed for the cost of keeping him 
behind the bars. 


In prison or out, the unfit exists at the 
expense of the people who do useful work 
in the world. They continue to be iabili- 
ties unless given an opportunity anW an in- 
centive to change their ways. 

For example, in a New York penitentiary 
there was a “bad actor” who was sore at 
The keepers 
could do nothing with him. Théy tried 


‘him at different kinds of work.«and in- 


variably he soldiered on the job and stirred 
up discontent among the other prisoners. 
Finally, as an incorrigible trouble-maker, 
he was transferred to another institution, 
in the hope that it might have better luck 
with him. 

But his recalcitrance was‘unaffected by 
the change; he was “agin the world’ and 


averse to making any effort to earn his — 


salt—until one day he was assigned as a 
spare hand in the laundry. For some rea- 
son the work interested him, although it 
was rated as about last choice in the whole 
institution. He saw that the men around 
him were doing their work listlessly and 
badly; because they disliked_,it; and that 
they disliked it because they_were doing it 
listlessly and badly! | 

So he took a notion to see what might be 
accomplished in that laundry by someone's 
really getting on the job. The effect was 
magical. The’ spare hand gradually re- 
organized the entire department, his zeal 
for better standards and more efficient 
ways of doing things spreading to the other 
workers. Today he is in charge of the 
laundry, and it ranks as about the best- 
run department of its kind in any prison 
in America, Furthermore, when he has 
finished serving his term and comes out 
into the world again, jit will not be as a 
shifty-eyed jail-bird with no means of 
making an honest living, but as an indus- 
trious, highly competent worker. 

To adjust himself to life, all this man 
had needed was to discover something 
worth doing. And so it is with thousands 
of malefactors who are really misfits: they 
have just never found a useful line of work 
that interested them. 

Another instance! In a certain reforma- 
tory the girls were emploved at making 
clothes under the supervision of a fore- 
woman who had been brought in to in- 
struct them. This forewoman was not so 
much a “boss” as she was an understand- 
ing human being. She had been secretary 
of her local union, and had been given 
Jeave of absence by her regular emplovers 
to help the institution get its industry 
started. She won the girls’ confidence easi- 


‘Vy and she did all she could to help them 


and encourage them. 

One day a girl asked her: 
do they do with these dresses?” 

The forewoman told her they were being 
made for the inmates of the old women’s 
bome. 

The girl busied herself with her stitch- 
ing and remained silent for some _ time. 
After a while she asked permission to say 
something to the other girls. 

“Say, girls,” she announced, “I been 
thinking about our making these dresses 
for the birds down at the old women's 
home. We ought to make them just as 
good as we can—because you can't tell, 
maybe some of us'll be down there some 
day. I think we ought to stand by the old 
birds and make their dresses the nicest we 
can, so they'll like ‘em.” 

She had discovered what it meant to be 
of some use in the world. She had learned 
without quite realizing that she was be- 
ing taught, which is the kind of instruc- 
tion that goes deepest. 

In days gone by—and not so far away, 
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Working to Beat Crim 


at that—prisoners were sometimes taught 
with a lash.. Even the contract system, 
whereby convict labor in certain states is 
hired out to individuals or companies, has 
countenanced “extreme measures” which 


hardly bear inspection under the limelight. 
Human beings thus exploited are not likely 
to be cured of their anti-social tendencies, 
When released from this legalized slavery 
they have no hankering to be of use to 
any one. . 

But archaic abuses are being rectified. 
State after state has given up the contract 
system. The Hawes-Cooper bill, passed by 
congress during the last session and taking 
effect five years from now, will put an end 


to it nationally, by forcing the state gov-— 


ernments to employ prisoners in in- 
dustries conducted by state officials. 
Which means that the twenty or thir- 
ty thousand men now exploited by out- 
side interests un- 
der the obselete 
system will be- 
come factory 
hands employed 
by and working 
directly for the 
taxpayers. 

This reorgani- 
zation — already 
in effect in some, 
states, just get- 
ting under way in 
others, and in 
prospect in still 
more—is the re- 
sult of many years 
of effort to im- 
prove prison in- 
dustries and the 
status of the pris- 
on worker. State 
governors long 
have grappled ; 
with the problem ‘ 
and discussed va- 
rious phases of it 
at their annual 
governors’ confer- 
ences — especially 
the marketing ol! 
goods made in 
prisons. For ex- 
ample, at one such 
conference an en- 
terprising governor exhibited goods manu- 
factured by prisoners in his state and sug- 
gested that other states buy them. He 
stirred up some business. s 

In another conference the governor of 
Virginia brought out figures showing that 
state and city purchasing departments in 
the United States are in the market each 
year for more than $700,000,000 worth of 
commodities which prison shops could man- 
ufacture, so that there need be no fear of 
“useless production” if the right kinds of 
commodities are made. 

The governors from all parts of the 
Union and Alaska and Hawaii gathered in 
the east for this year’s meeting, which 
opened in New London, Conn., on Tues- 
day, July 16. The subject of prison indus- 
tries was one of the principal matters gone 
into, in view of the previously mentioned 
Hawes-Coopper legislation, which has 
charted a definite course of progress. 

A man who helped make this progress 
possible was not present. His name is 
Dwight W. Morrow. In 1915 Governor Edge 
of New Jersey asked Mr. Morrow to study 
the evils of the contract system in that 
state and to outline the development of a 
new and better system. Mr. Morrow spent 
time and money on the investigation, With 
the help of another ambassador-to-be, Og- 
den H. Hammond, he worked out the Sys- 
tem which is now in effect in the penal 
institutions of New Jersey. Adolph Lew- 
isohn performed a somewhat similar serv- 
ice in behalf of the prisons of New York. 

Both of these plans reflect the fact that 
they were drawn up by successful business 
men. Both stress the idea that the way 
to get people to work is to offer them an 
incentive—something more tangible than 
kind words. 

Convicts are human, too: they are proba- 
bly as much actuated by self-interest as 
the rest of us are! So admonitions to re- 
form and be good do not affect them as 
ppermanentiy as a chance to make good Im 
@ practical way. 

The new method of inducing prisoners 
to be efficient producers is to pe, them 
wages.

If a man' were in the penitentiary 
as the result of being caught burglarizing 
my home, I wonder how I should feel about 
his getting wages for, say, tending a loom 
run by electricity.

Probably, with my grudge against him, 
I'd like to have him breaking rocks and 
getting nothing for it but bread and water. 
But when my burglar had finished serving 
his time he would be worse off than before 
as regards fitness tor making an honest 
living. There would simply be another 
criminal at large. The cure for him and 
his kind is wage-earning in productive 
work. 

Prison wages are small, 
five cents a day- and above board 
and keep. Some prisoners/ are inclined to 
sneer at the daily “two bits,” forgetting 
that in the outside world the contents of 
even a fat pay are largely eaten 
up by living expenses 

Institutions which vay the men a com- 
plete wage and then deduct expenses put 
themselves to a bit more trouble but use 
better psychology: for tt is human nature

to prefer receiving a large amount, even 
though one has *o give up the greater part 
of it. Board and ‘keen plus twenty-five 
cents, minus board and keep: it comer to 
only twenty-five cents.

In whatever way ‘hey may be figured, 
prison wages, like a.l other factory wager, 
must come out of ilues created—goodt

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SSUMING there are 120,000,000 
people in the United States, and 
that all of the physicians enum- 
erated in 1927 are in practice, 
164,002 of them, we have one doctor for 
every 731 1-2 persons—accuracy of arith- 
metic not guaranteed.. That is generally 
acknowledged to be at least 200 too many 
persons for one doctor to attend. Com- 
munities usually send up cries of distress 
and demands for succor if there is only 
one active qualified medical practitioner 
for 700 people; and some doctor is gen- 
erally willing to be the sucker, though 
there are encouraging signs that the med- 
ical profession is beginning to tire of be- 
ing the goat, and indeed it will be a biess- 
ing. to the people and to the profession 

‘tynen this ancient abuse is finally stamped 
out amd our economic skulldudgery in mat- 
‘ers of public health and the medical care 
of the indigent superseded by a policy of 
equitable responsibility in which the char- 
ity drive and community fund collectors 
may have a fair opportunity to share. Ih 
short, the present policy is as extravagant 
and as inefficient as it is archaic; it en- 


ables the professional philanthropists to 


get theirs; it makes goats of the doctors; 
it .sequesters popular contributions; it 
gives the victims a sorry kind of charity 
at the hands of Lady Bountiful.

spread. Diversified industries have -been 
set up im the prisons of New York and 
Massachusetts and other large states, the 
state governments using the commodities. 


The smaller states are following suit, but 
find that in order to manufacture at a 
reasonable cost -per article, they have to 
produce more good than they need. 


Again the old bugbear of finding a fair 
market for what the prosiner produces! 

Perfectly good shoes, textiles, clothing, 
brushes, aluminum pots and pans and tin- 
ware—and nobody rushing forward to buy 
them. Who ever thinks about prison goods, 
anyhew? Or ever sees any of them? 


We see prison craftsmanship every time 
we look at the front or back of an automo- 
bile. License plates. Virtually all of them 
are prison made—manufactured by con- 
victs in more than thirty states of the 
Union. 


When we see a roadside warning sign. 
such as “Dangerous Curve” or “Narrow 
Bridge Ahead,” a convict is speaking to us 
through his handiwork. Somebody who 
crashed in life has provided for our safety. 

These signs and license plates are now 
manufactured so widely that there is not 
much chance for developing outside mar- 
kets. But other commodities can be ex 
hanged between states, if there is

after by the government. Besides these 


_ Feservation Indians, there are many others 


over whom the federal government has no 
jurisdiction at all, such as the Chappewas 


in Michigan, the Five Tribes in New York, 
the Seminoles in Florida and Alabamas in 
Texas. 

The Indian service of the United States 
government has four medical directors, 13 
special physicians for trachoma work and 
183 agency physicians—200 doctors to look 
after 350,000 persons. That would give 
each doctor 1,750 persons to attend. No 
wonder the poor Indian is in such dire 
straits. The great white father is not only 
a tightwad but to him the Injuns are fair 
game now, as they have always been since 
a trader called white first cheated the red 
man on a trade of trinkets for land. 

Even in communities where the dgctor 
has such facilities as hospitals, convenient 
transportation, and many kinds of expert 
assistance, it is recognized as a real job 
for one doctor to take care of 500 people 
sick and well. It is infinitely more diffi- 
cult for one doctor to look after 100 people 
living as the Indians do, than it is for the 
village or city practitioner to attend 500. 
Yet we provide one doctor for 1,750 Indians, 
and we appoint for this doctors who are 
willing to devote their lives to the service 
of these pitiable people without fair com- 
pensation. 

Trachoma has been prevalent among the 


Indians as far back as their own memory 
goes. Red sore eyes have prevailed likewise 
among the whites, throughout the Appala- 
chian mountain range. These white people 
have always lived in isolated, places and 
usually in lonely cabins. widely scattered, 
not even small settlements, and pretty thor- 
oughly shut off from the world at large, for 
the mountaineers seldom travel anywhere. 
Yet trachoma, red sore eyes, has existed 
among them for many years. Among the 
Indians the prevalence of trachoma, which 
we know is a contagious disease, varies 
considerably, only 2 per cent of the mem- 
bers of some tribes or reservations in the 
eastern states being affected, while from 
40 to 50 per cent of the Indians in Arizona, 
New Mexico and other .southwest states 
have it. 

The virus of trachoma is spread not only 
through personal contact, but also-by the 
agency of unclean fingers, toilet articles 
used in common—handkerchiefs, towels, 
and the like. I have intimated now and 
again that when you wish to see health in- 
telligence at its lowest state you must visit 
our common schools. It is in school that 
many a child is infected with trachoma, 
both in the Indian schools and in the pub- 
lic and private schools in the Appalachians. 
For that matter, it is not in school that 
mest so-called “children’s diseases” propa- 
gated? The tragic thought about trachoma 
is that if neglected or not vigorously treat- 
ed it leads eventually to blindness or such

The 
ict, therefore, that more than 150 differ- 
ent products are now being bought through 
the Associates for Government Service, Inc. 
—and bought on a “best value” basis—

reduction of vision as to render the victim 
dependent. It is absurd to expect 13 dac- 
tors to give the proper medical treatment 
to _ the thousands of cases of trachoma 
among the Indians. 

These’ Indians do not make such a bad 
showing in the Statistics of venereal dis- 
ease. The agency doctors report that there 
is very little venereal disease among the 
full blooded Indians, more among those of 
mixed white or negro blood, and most of 
all among groups or on reservations in close 
contact with white communities where law 
and order are not maintained and vice is 
rampant. We superior white men bring 
the booze and the vice to the poor Indian. 
We provide the former in order that he 
may appreciate the latter. 

One needs to visit an Indian “home,” an 
average or at least a common sort, in or- 
der to understand the negligence of the 
government that purports to take care of 
these children. The tepee, wickiup or ho- 
gan probably will have a dirt floor, no win- 
dows, no ventilation, no sunlight. Proba- 
bly one or more of the occupants will have 
advanced tuberculosis. Being untutored in 
the simplest principles of hygiene, these wiil 
spit on the floor. Perhaps an infant crawls 
about in the filth and dust of the floor. 
If not a baby on the floor, then there are 


generally plenty of flies to carry the filth - 


from the floor and other places to food or 
the mouths of the children.
